The site location is shaded 
from the San Joaquin Valley to keep 
co-channel interference with 
stations in Central Valley to an 
absolute minimum. 

The majority of coverage in the 
Park will be by low-power HH's, with 
24-hour accessability. 

The station was designed by 
K6IXA (Grady) and installed by K6IXA 
and KB6DRN Pies) » The station 
radiates 200W ERP to the valley 
floor.

PREAMBLE: The object and purpose of the Mt. Diablo Amateur 
Radio Club is to further the interests of Amateur radio and ail 
those interested therein, to be of service to our community and 
country in times of need, to provide fellowship among our 
members, and to promote harmony with alli in our community. 


ARTICLE I NAME AND OFFICERS 
Sec. i This organization shall be known as the “Mount Diablo 
Amateur Radio Club", and its officers shall consist of a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer. All terms 
of office shall be one year. Each officer shali hold a current 
amateur radio license and be a United States Citizen. 
Sec. 2 Officers shail be elected by baliot mailed to ail 
members in good standing. Said returned ballots shail be 
tabulated at the regular November meeting. Newly elected 
officers will take office on the first of January. 


ARTICLE II CLUB DUTIES AND/OR AUTHORITY 
Sec. i PRESIDENT 

41.1 Duties shall be to call and preside over all official 
meetings. 

1.2 Shall appoint ail necessary committee chairpersons. 

Sec. 2 VICE-PRESIDENT 

2.1 Duties shall be to assist the President in the discharge 
of the President’s duties and to preside in the President’s 
absence. 

2.2 Shall also be the program Chairperson. 

Sec. 3 Secretary 

3.1 Shall record the minutes of all official meetings and 
maintain a record of each for inspection by Club members. 

3,2 Shall execute ail necessary correspondence. 

3.3 Shall maintain all the Club Historical records. 

Sec. 4% Treasurer 

4.1 Shall accept and record all monies and properties of the 
Ciub. 

4.2 Shall maintain a true and complete account of all Ciub 
assets and liabilities and prepare a signed Semiannual Report, 
as of June 30th and December 3ist, for inapection by Ciub 
Members. 

Sec. 5S EMERGENCY COORDINATOR 

5.1 Shall coordinate Club activities with RACES/ARES 
officials. 

5.2 Shall maintain all records of information pertaining to 
those activities. 
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Sec & BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

6.1 The Board of Directors shall consist of the Officers, two 
Directors, and Energency Coordinator, ail of whom ahall be 
voting menbers, and are expected to attend all Board neetings. 

6.2 Shali meet and conduct general overall pian of the Club 
activities. 

6.3 Shali consider and pass all applications for nenbership. 
This responsibility may be delegated to 4 Membership 
Chairperson. 

6.4 Shail be empowered to authorize payrent of any bills not 
exceeding $100.00 unless an approved budget item. 

6.5 The Board of Directors may appoint & duly qualified 
reguiar Ciub Member to fill out the unexpired term of any office 
vacated by Geclination, resignation, death or removal. 

6.6 The two Directors shall be elected from licensed amateurs 
of the membership. One Director shall be elected each year, term 
of office to last two years. The second Director to be elected 
the following year for a two year period. 

6.7 The Emergency Coordinator shail be a licensed amateur 
elected from the membership. 

6.8 An anendment to the by-laws may be initiated by the Board 
of Directors or by written request to the Board of Directors 
signed by five members of the Club. In order to be effective 
the proposed anendment shall be approved by the Board of 
Directors, published in the CARRIER, 2nd approved by tyoe-thirds 
of the members present at the next reguiar membership meeting 
following such publication.
